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Prez Sez: 


One item of ham radio that I’ve always felt is very important is 
that of giving honest signal reports. Everyone likes toa receive a 
good report on both signal quality and strength. Often there are 
people running comparisons with other local hams using a far away 
ham as the judge. I find nothing wrong with thie, though some- 
times the participants get a little childish. Having a strong 
Signal by getting the most out of the capabilities of your rig, 
whatever it may be, is part of the Amateur Radio hobby. Hams who 
operate GRP are especially interested in performance and making 
the few watts they put out count as much as possible! Honest 
Signal reporting is important to keep our bands in good shape and 
cur equipment operating up to snuff. 


With this in mind, I was rather startled to hear a comment by one 
of cur club members that the reason he gave up checking into the 
iS meter SSB net was because I reported his sional was much 
weaker than normal! When I said that I was trying to be honest 
and let him Know that there might be a problem. This ham has been 
checking into the 15 meter net for many years and always had a4 
strong signal into Orange until that night. Since other stations 
from his area appeared at normal strength I felt the problem 
wasn’t because of me or my receiver going deaf. Poor propogatian 
Was a possiblity, but perhaps there were other possibilities. 
There have been some windy times in Orange County. Since this ham 
says he is still able to make contacts on 15 meters perhaps the 
problem is simply that the antenna slipped on the mast and no 
longer points where he thinks. Anyway, I only gave him the report 
for his own benefit and I will be available on the net to help 
him if he wishes, just as I’m sure other club members are willing 
to offer help.
